UTAH GOVERNOR IN

• New London, Conn., Ju ly 16 (/P) 
—Solu tion of the American crime 
problem lies in the captu re and 
pu nishm ent of more criminals, 
Governor George H. Dern of Utah 
declared today at the opening of 
the 
governors’ 
conference, 
of 
which he is execu tive chairman. 
The idea, of more severe pu n­ 
ishment being effective to cu rb 
crime was “drivel and nonsense,“ 
he said, becau se so few offenders 
were ever apprehended. 
“If more were captu red w<. 
cou ld talk of pu nishment and 
more pu nishm ent,” he said, -bu t 
u ntil then we had better find a 
way of getting them .” 
He declared that only one ou t 
of every 30 criminals is ever con­ 
victed and the type who is easily 
cau ght and convicted is the 
“feeble-minded 
and 
so-called 
cheap crook .” 
“Big crook s get away,” he con­ 
tinu ed. “They get away becau se 
civilization has speeded ou r pro­ 
gress to su ch an extent that 
ju mping from one ju risdiction to 
another is an easy m atter and 
there is no American Scotland 
Yard to ju mp ju risdictions with 
big criminals.“ 
Governor O. Max Gardner, oi 
North Carolina, addressing the 
governors’ conference on crime 
today, said criminality is one of 
the cou ntry’s biggest and most 
profitable bu sinesses and is re­ 
sponsible for the largest single 
item in the cost of government

SHEEP ARE MONEY-MAKERS 
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In Franklin County , Kansas 11 farmers 
kept records on their flocks of sheep during 
a recent y ear and found they made ex cellent 
returns. The handling of the sheep was under 
the direct superv ision of a county ag ent. 
The record showed that in the 11 flocks 
there were 9 6 7 ewes and on J anuary 1 they 
inv entoried $9 ,9 11 or $10.20 a head. Twenty - 
two rams were v alued at $27.66 per head or 
$9 6 7.00, making a total v aluation in breed­ 
in g stock of $10,9 08 . 
From these flocks, 436 ewes ^nd lambs 
were sold, that broug ht $3,510.48 . The 4,¡166 
pounds of wool clipped sold for $1,39 2.28 . At 
the inv entory at the end of the y ear the v alue 
of the flock was $1,270 g reater than when 
purchased, making a g ross income of $6,172.- 
71 from the 9 67 ewes. 
The incidental ex penses ex clusiv e of 
work, feed and interest charg es was $9 1.60 
for sacks, twine and shearing . 
This left $6,- 
08 0.8 1 or $6.25 g ross profit per ewe or slig ht­ 
ly more than 61 percent.

71 from the 967 ewes.

diced, sliced peaches and one tea- 
spoon lemon juice. Pour half the 
mixture into a mold which has been 
rinsed in cold water. Make small 
balls of cream cheese mixed witn 
diced green pepper and paprika and 
arrange the balls on the gelatin. 
Pour the remaining, semi-fluid gela- 
tin into the mold and chill until 
firm. Turn out on a^bed of lettuce 
and serve at the table.

for the operation, left at 11.50 a. 
m., shortly after the announce- 
ment was made it had been per- 
formed. 


It was understood the Nurse 


Purdy, who relinquished 
at- 


tendance on the King when he 
returned to Buckingham from 
Windsor, has been recalled to 
duty at the palace. With Sister 
Black, who nursed the King 
throughout his illness he super- 
vised the preparation 
of the 


room for the operation. 


The ceremony of changing the 


guard was carried on as usual in 
the palace fore court. 


Although there was general 


concern that King George had 
to undergo another operation to- 
day there was a strong tendency 
to minimize this 
importance.
